1. CYRus, named about 200 years before he was A.M.3421. 
borne, (as Foſias was 300. to deſtroy the Folatry of Bethel Iſaiah 44. 3, 
before it was performed ,) He was Grand-child to Aſtiages, 801324 
the great King of Media, by his daughter Mandana , whom 
he married to Cambiſes a mean Gentleman of Perſia,to fru- 
ſtrate a depoſing, which he had dreamed ſhould grow npon pygrodarm; 
him, out of his daughters Loynes: but mcns purpoſes rather Iuſtin. 
ſtoop to, then ſtop Gods purpoſes, 2. Of his ſtrang preſerva- 
tion trom his Grand-fathers cruelty, Education among Ru- 
ſtiques, Ating the King amonelt his play-felluwes, in chaſti- 
zinga Noble mans ſonne, that reliſted his authority, His 
bringing thereupon before his Grand-father, and his un- 
daunted behaviour, with the diſcovery who he was, and the 
barbarous revenge taken upon Harpagus for not makin 
| him away, as he was commanded, we have in Herodotus nas. 

Tuſtin at Large. 3. His firſt expedition was againſt his Grand. 
father Aſtiages, whom having overcome, he granted him 
his life,and being unwilling to returne again torulc among 
the Medes, he placed him in a Government among the 

TEIN Hirca- 
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Hircanians.4, From thence he Marches againſt Creſus of Ly-- 
dia, whom he vanquiſhed, ſaves from the fire, and: takes to? 
be his chiefe Counſellor , who proved' faithfall unto-him, 
5. Then he falls upon the Gyeekes of Tonia ,.and by Harpagus 
{ubdues them.6.Afterward he ſets on Babylon with his unkle 
Parius Medus, (whoſe daughter he had married) and takes 
it with the death of Balaſer, after which exploit,his Unkle 
(asit ſhould ſeeme) quicklydyed, ſo the-whole Monarchy 
came unto him. 7. His taft expedition was againſt the Scy- 
thians, where after his defeature of the young Prince Spar- 
gapiſes by a tratageme, hisMother Tomarzz in a ſecond con- 
flict overthreiv him, and cutting off his head, threw it into 
a veficll tull of bod, with this bitter taunt, ſatia te ſanguine, 
now glut thy ſelfe with blood, which in all thy lite thou haſt 
thirſtcd after. In this moſt Hifories agree, yet Xenophon 
Toftitur, leaveshim a peaceable departure in his bed, with an excel- 
Eye. l.3, lent farewell to thoſe that were about him. Aſia (faith he) 
never {aw the like Governour. A worſe (*tis plaine.) his 
Sonne-- 
A.M*3423;. 2: CAMBTS$SE's came afterhim, He 1. overthrewthe: 
Herodonw |, 3» - Fpyptians, with their King Pſammenitus , the ſonne of Ama- 
ſis, whoſe patience and prudence in miſery , melted the fierce 
vanquither into mercy. 2. Then intending to fall upon the 
Carthagineans, could not get the Pheniceans his Seamen to un- 
dertake the bulineſſe, in regard of a league between them 
and the Carthagineans. 3. Whereupon :he ſends part of his 
Army againſt thoſe boyderers on the Mediterranean Sea, called 
Hammones, from.the' Oracle of Tupiter Hammon amongſt 
them, but they were all overwhelmed with the ſandes and: 
neverſcen after. Notwithſtanding all this, he would needs 
have a bout with the ZZthiopians, to whom he diſpatched 
Ambaſſaders, to know in what eſtate they ſtood, which be- 
ing {lighted by their King , he furiouſly marcheth againſt 
them, ſo farre, that he hardly eſcaped an overthrowing in the 
Libien Deſayts, with his whole Army, this forced him to a- 
ſhamefull retreat. 5. Tt is a paſſage worth the noting of, his 
deriding and wounding Apis the God-ralfe of the Apa,

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and the fleaing of Siſanmis a corrapt Fadge, and hanging his 
shinne over the Tribunall, to be a warning to his ſonne Otha- 
nes ( whom he put into his place) to doe better.

HE Third Interval or Period, is from Alexander 
the Great, to Fulius Ceſar, and includes the third 


Monarchy of the Greeks for theſpace of 280 years. In this 
therefore we have. | 


1. ALEXANDER the Great, flonne of Philip King of 
Macedon, who being brought up under the famous Theharx 
Epaminendas, laid by his Policy; and Proweſſe, the foundation 
of his ſonnes Greatneſle. For the finiſhing of the Phocenſian 
or ſacred Warre, in maintenance of Religion and 7ufice (as 
it was pretended) wan him no ſmall repute , and his old 
Souldiers, were the ſetters up and upholders of young A- 
lexander. 1. He having a deligne on Perſia, thought it wiſ- 
dome ſo to ſettle Grecia, that domeſtique diſtraftions recalled 
him not from forraine proceedings. In pertorming which, 
as ſtubborne Thebes taſted of his Indignation by ruine , ſo the 
race of Pindarus therein preſerved, and the Lady Timoclea 
pardoned;expreflcd his generow refpes to Vertue and Learn- 
ing. 2. Palling thence into Aſia with an Army of about 
300060 Foot and 5000 Horſe, the greater forces of Darius 
(having beſides all advantages of the river Granvick )) could 
not ſtop him, but he breaks through and routs them , and 


fo forrageth Phrygia, and all thoſe coaſts at his pleaſure.

1. ALBION, Heisſet forth to be the ſonhe of Neptune 
the Sea-god, the ſame with Naphtubim in Moſes, of the houſe 
Gen.10, 13. of Cham. Theſe Chamites-had — and flaine O(yris the 


Ib, father of Hercules Libicus, called by Moſes Lebabim. Tore. 
venge whoſe death Hercules (like a good ſonne ) beſtirred 
himſelfe, and having made ſhort worke with Tryphon and 
Buſyris in Xpypt, Anteus in Manritania, and Gerion in Spaine, 
Leſtrigo in Italy muſt not eſcape him. Againſt whom haſt- 
ning to execute his Club-law; Iti Gallia tie was encountred b 
this our Albion, aud his brother Bergion. 2. Albion had caſl 
ly brought under the Samotheans of Taphets line, who were 
given only to idle fpetulations, for to aſſiſt him. And Bergjon 
had no lefſe power amongſt the Gaules. The Battles joyne, 
Hercule's part gives ground, ſtore of Stones being at hand, 
by command (nehng no better farniſhed )) they uſe them, 
and that with ſuch ſucceſſe, that Albion and Bergion are both 
{laine, and their Forces utterly defeated. Whereupon Poets
